The navy department knows that tbe 


starboard aft eigbt inch gun turret of 
the biji battleship was demolished, and 
in the list of the dead are the names of 
the niiiti with few words of perfunctory 
commendation for bra\cry. 


It is for the living mates of tbose 


who with Ilieir lives taught the lesson 
of how to die like m'-n to take up the 
story and tell it to tin- world in all its 
detail of sublime courage. Not alone 
were the lost ones heroes, but there 
were others on the boat who, seeking 
to heli) their dying comrades and save 
the ship, rushed into the very jaws of 
death and only through almost a inira- 
<•!<} were spared. 


YS'hen the turret blew up witb a vol- 


canic roar and tbe nine lay cruelly torn 
and burned in the little smoke and 
flame filled deathtrap, Boalswain Mate 
Soneman and Lieutenant William C. 
Cole, at the risk of their lives, entered 
the liell-like place with a line of bose 
to flood it There were bags of powder 
in dangerous proximity to the vicious 
little darts of flame, and if these were 
not extinguished the Massachusetts 
was doomed. 


Captain Harry Lee of the marine 


corps knew this, and. throwing off his 
sv.'ord, he followed Soneman and with 
the strength of a Hercules began to 
throw out the powder. 


Lieutenant Hughes and Gunner Kuhl- 


wein bethought themselves of the mag- 
azine below the turret and tore down 
to the heart of the ship to make it safe. 


All this was the, work of only a few 


seconds. Then the agonized cries of 
tbe wounded could be heard. One of 
the dying jackies, with the last of bis 
strength, jumped into the sea. He was 
brought back by his uninjured mates 
and laid on the deck to die with the 
others. 


By 'this time tlre'awfnl1 shock of the 


esplosiofi no longer affected the boys. 
It was the gaping wounds, the broken 
bones and the torturing burns that 
compelled the groans. And here was 
where the victims earned their right to 
fame. 


Each of the doomed men knew his 


death was near, and when the surgeons 
came to ease their pain each pleaded 
with them not to waste time on him 
but to look out for "some of the boya 
who might live." 


And so they died, one after the oth- 


er. until the nine bad gone and all 
found graves draped in red. white, blue 
and — black. Guns boomed, the sound 
of "taps" floated over the southern sea, 
and it was all over except for those 
who care to treasure instances of the 
heroic heights mankind may ascend to.

\Vttter Tricks. 


Take a glass and fill it up to the 


brim and place it near a pile of pen- 
nies or other money. 
Then see how 


many pennies can be thrown into the 
glass without the water overflowing. 
As the pennies are carefully and slow- 
ly dropped in the surface of the liquid 
will seem to become more and more 
convex, and one is surprised to what 
an extent this increases before it over- 
flows.

Dr. J. L. Wortman of Yale dug un 


the skull of a simioid quadrumane in a 
remote corner of Wyoming last faL', 
and now lie has constructed a new pa- 
leontology, pyroology and a family tree 


! for the human race that leaves off 


wnere Burko's "Peerage" begins, says 
a New Hayen special to the New York 


j World. All these things came out of 


j the simple examination of the humps 
and fissures of the skull of the prehis- 
toric ape. 


The cosmology which the professor 


huilds from the mysterious skull is 
briefly as follows: 


Not Prometheus, but our ancestor the 


ape, discovered fire. 


Not Eden, but the icy peaks of the 


north p,ole, furnished the original par- 
ents of the human race. 


The protessor finds that after the 


nebulous ether began to solidify the 
first place the earth was comfortably 
inhabitable was the north pole, and 
there the apes, our ancestors, first be- 
gan to disport themselves. Wben the 
icy blasts began to blow, tbe simians 
began to migrate to the four corners of 
the earth, a relentless fate manufac- 
turing a cold that always drove them 
southward. 


This -'radiation" the professor de- 


duces from the discovery that the pro- 
totype of the skull he found in Wyo- 
ming is found in almost every section 
of the world in corresponding latitudes. 
He finds that they all must have been 
of the same family, because they were 
all buried in the same eon—that is, the 
oiie the scientists called the eocene, in. 
the history of this sphere. 


Professor Wortman picks out the 


Mediterranean as the most probable lo- 
cality in which an Edison arose among 
the fate driven ancestors and aroused 
the spark that we have since called 
fire. They were driven to the shores 
of the sea. and, being unable to swim, 
they found themselves between the sea 
on one hand and freezing cold on the 
other. Some one among them came to 
the rescue and invented the fire that 
has since kept them and their ances- 
tors in comfort in almost any zone. 


Dr. Wortman is professor in the de- 


partment of paleontology in the Pea- 
body museum at Tale and has long 
held these tenets.

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AUTOMOBILE TRAINS. 


Innovation Adopted by English 


and French Lines. 


PETBOLEUM THE MOTIVE POWER 


Hallwuy Carrlaeen of a New Typ< 


Will Curry P«Heuicrrii From Parl 
to DIJon at a Speed of Sixty-two 
Mile* an Honr — Experiment* li 
England. 
The London Times makes an irnpor 


tant announcement in' regard to exper 
iments to be made on railroads in Eng 
land and France with railway automo 
biles, or trains consisting of "autono- 
rnobile"' carriages running on the usua 
&teel tracks of the railways. 


The "autouomobile" supersedes the 


locomotive—that is.it dispenses in every 
train, short or long, slow or fast, with 
a weight of 110 tons. It abolishes 
smoke, steam, noise, vibration, the jolt 
incidental to stopping and starting and 
the necessity of stopping to take up 
water. It also abolishes all the men in 
charge of a locomotive except the en- 
gine driver. The new carriage is fifty- 
six feet long—that is to say, the length 
of the present corridor carriage. Of 
these fifty-six feet a space of 8.5 feet 
in front is occupied by the traction ap- 
paratus, while the remaining 47.3 feet 
.•will comfortably accommodate forty 
passengers and 2,645 pounds of bag- 
gage. The cost of the autonomobile is 
the same as that of the first class corri- 
dor carriage, while the weight, includ- 
ing the traction apparatus, is also the 
same. Thus the abolition of the loco- 
motive is an accomplished fact. 


The system has been applied to short 


and fast tramway lines, but never to 
long distances. By means of the slight- 
est possible quantity of petroleum the 
smallest possible quantity of water can 
be converted into the greatest propel- 
ling power of steam which can be pro- 
duced. The extremely powerful vapor 
thus obtained acts directly on the 
wheels of the autonomobile. Of course 
the petroleum is consumed, but the 
water, first transformed into vapor, 
condenses afresh, reverts to its original 
condition and is then more easily 
transformed into steam, because it re- 
tains its heat. 


In front of every autonomobile is an 


apparatus producing with one <iuart of 
petroleum per 0.62 mile the steam pow- 
er recpuisite for propelling the carriage 
with its forty passengers and 2,645 
pounds of baggage at a minimum 
speed of sixty-two miles au hour, am 
that, too, without interruption, uois 
or jerk. As each autonomobile has it 
own apparatus, the carriages of course 
might go singly as easily as when 
coupled together. The weight of the 
apparatus, apart from the petroleum 
and water carried, is trivial. As to th< 
latter to go from Paris to Nice 31" 
gallons of petroleum and 1,321 gallons 
of water will be required. This wi! 
allow of the whole journey being made 
without a stop. 


The Northeastern railway of England 


is building at its York works two auto 
cars to run on its railway, each of 
which will carry a complete apparatus 
for generating its own motive power. 
At one end of the car there will be a 
petrol engine of eighty-five brake horse- 
power, with four cylinders. This en- 
gine will drive a dynamo, generating 
electricity for two motors, which will 
apply the power to the wheels of the 
'•bogie" underneath the engine com- 
partment. Two of these four wheeled 
"•bogies," of practically the normal rail- 
way carriage type, will carry the 
framework of the car. but the body 
will be much lighter than that of an 
ordinary carriage, approaching closely 
to the tram type.
